It goes without saying that you don’t want 
to foul the opposition when they’re 
attacking deep into your half. Mistiming a 
tackle may result in giving away a free kick 
on the edge of the box, or, even worse, a 
penalty. These invaluable pointers should 
keep your back four from hacking down the 
Opposition and receiving a card. 


GET IN FRONT 


It’s advisable, wherever possible, to take an 
extra couple of steps to get in front of an 
opponent rather than sliding in from the 
back. If they shoot, there’s every chance 
you'll block it or clear the rebound. 


SLIDING IN DOUBLE SLIDE 


If you must slide in, try to come in from 
the side. There’s less chance of you 
missing the ball, and taking out your 
opponent. There's also a player's fitness 
level to consider. At full strength they’re 
more likely to stay on their feet. 


A much safer way to perform a sliding 
tackle, is to make a clockwise circular 
motion with the 3D stick whilst using the 
left C button. This makes the player swing 
from the side instead of going through the 
back of the opponent.

STRATEGY __—s 


When selecting your Team Strategies, 
make sure they suit your formation. It’s 
pointless to choose strategies which pull 
your players out of position. 

When viewing the Strategy screen, you'll 
notice certain players have arrows pointing 
either forwards or backwards. These show 
which way they'll move when a strategy is 
activated. If you fail to use it, players only 
react when the ball is in their area. Teams 
which use a 4-4-2 or 3-5-2 formation are 
well suited to a Side Attack as they'll 
always have players on each wing. Notice 
the players push forward as the strategy is 
activated. Use a through ball and you 
should be able to keep ahead of the 
defence. Notice how, by viewing the radar 
screen, you can see your team mates on 
the opposite side of the field also pushing 
forward. Switch the play and your players 
should now be free.

Once you've grasped the basics, it’s worth 
changing the cursor control to Semi 
Auto.

Although man to man can be effective, tie 
up too many players and you can leave 
yourself wide open. If your opponent has 
an extremely skilful forward, it’s worth 
using your best defender to stick to him 
for ninety minutes. 
Occasionally, you can 
man mark the centre 
midfielder, but it’s 
easier to concentrate 


on your own game.

Although each player is given a set 
position, sometimes you may need to give 
them another task. By checking the Player 
Role screen, you can view each 
individual’s attributes to see if they’re in 
the best position to suit the team. 

While playing in perfect conditions, you 
won't have any problems executing the 
entire range of moves and passes. However, 
your game plan will need to change when 
competing in the snow and rain. 


ABOVE An example can be seen with Germany's 
goal poacher, Sieke. Although he’s listed as a 
Centre Forward, he’s more suited to the role of 
Striker. By making the switch, he'll be more 
productive, and stands a greater chance of scoring.

Players struggle to react to the ball on an 
icy pitch, so use you’re dash button to get 
away from your marker. Sprint when 
necessary, as quick turns are impossible 
when you’re running at full speed. Use 
short passes and avoid taking low, long- 
range shots. The ball slows considerably, 
and gives the keeper an easy pick-up. 


Avoid making quick turns on the wet, 

as the players struggle to deal with the 
conditions. Try to use short passes as the 
ground slows up the ball, and long shots 
are beneficial as the keeper struggles to get 
back to his feet if he fails to claim the ball. 


FLINESS LEVEL @& 


Unlike ISS Deluxe, it’s not necessary to 
substitute a player because he has a sad 
facial expression. This indicates his 
current fitness level, whereas the small 
gauge to the right allows you to view his 
stamina. If it’s low, it’s advisable to make 
a quick substitution .
